The park commissioners submit the following report for the 
year ending Dec. 80,1905:— 

The board was organized June 11, 1905, by the choice of 
Nathan S. Ellis as chairman and Robinson C. Bodfish as secretary. 

A list of public parks in charge of the park commissioners:— 
A small park near village crossing, one small park at the foot of 
Katie Hatch’s hill (so called), the village green (so called), Howland 
park at West Falmouth and the parks at Falmouth Heights pre- 
sented to the town by Mrs. Elvira M. Goodwin, as follows:— 

The land in and represented by the following avenues: Grand, 
Irving, Vernon, Wyoming, Melrose, Fairmount, Lookout, Bellevue, 
Bluff, Hope, Gertrude, Quinapoxet, Walden, Foot Path, Manches- 
ter, Arlington, Sylvan, Chapel Park, Wachusett, Vesper, Quinsig- 
amond, Crown, Crescent, Forest, Circular, Central, Central Park, 
Vesta, Echo, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Indiana, Worcester, 
Montgomery, Dartmouth, Amherst, Elysian, Nantucket and Dea- 
con. 

Also the land in and represented by the following parks: that 
part of Worcester park south of Grand avenue, Central park, Cres- 
cent park, Chapel park, a small park between Wyoming and Fair- 
mount avenues, and a small park between Gertrude and Bellevue 
avenues.

HOWLAND PARK AT WEST FALMOUTH. 


A tract of some 381-2 acres of land on Telegraph hill, West 
Falmouth, the gift of the late W. H. Howland. The approach to 
same is by a private road running east from the stone blacksmith 
shop. 

The U.S. coast survey made application to the board of park 
commissioners for the privilege of taking a coast survey from this 
land, it being the highest point of land in Falmouth, with the un- 
derstanding that they would do nothing but what would beautify 
the same; but instead, left the highland denuded of its trees. 

The board has placed the matter before the department of 
commerce and labor at Washington, through our congressman, 
William C. Lovering, and received the ese reply: —(For 
reference, see town report of 1904.)

Report of the Fire Department. 


Fatmoutu, Mass., December 30, 1905. 
To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


Gentlemen:—I herewith submit the second annual report of 
the Fire Department, for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1905. 
Aside from the regular report of fires, etc., I would respectfully 
call your attention to the following recommendations: 

That the action of the “Hose House Committee” in so amply 
providing a home for Hose Reel No. 8 and _ its Company, be ac- 
cepted and approved. 

The renewal of my former recommendations regarding a home 
for Hose No.-2 and its members, and the providing for a more 
suitable place for Hook & Ladder Truck No. 1 at the same time. 

That the hydrant in Glenwood Place be relocated. For fire 
purposes it is impossible to use it without destroying a part of the 
property owner’s fence. 

That the town own its house for the storage and use of Hose 
Reel No. 5 and its members in Woods Hole. 

That the fire alarm be extended in the village and the same 
system be installed, on a small scale, in the village of Woods Hole. 

The appropriation of $250.00 for rents. 

: si “ $110.00 for telephones. 

a ee “ $2,000.00 for the general expenses of 
the department, supplies, new materials, apparatus, etc., to be ex- 
pendedjunder direction of the Board of Engineers and approved 
by the Chief Engineer. 

For further report I would refer you to the following details: 
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FORCE. 


The department consists of one hundred and one men, divided 
as follows:—One chief, five assistant engineers and ninety-five 
call men. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus consists of seven hose reels, one chemical 
engine, one hook and ladder truck and twenty-five chemical ex- 
tinguishers. 


» LOCATION OF APPARATUS. 


Hose house, Teaticket, owned by town, reel and ten men. 

Stable of H. C. Lewis, Village, reel and eleven men. 

Old Primary school building, owned by town, next north of 
Swift’s grain store, reel and twelve men. 

Hose house, Quissett, owned by town, reel and ten men. 

Hose house, Main street, Woods Hole, rented, reel and twenty 
men. : 

Hose house, West Falmouth, opposite Silas Swift estate, 
rented, reel and nine men. 

Hose house, Falmouth Heights, old post office, rented, reel 
and nine men. 

Hook & Ladder truck, in town tool house, rear academy 
building, fourteen men. 


FIRE ALARM. 


The bell from the old Grammar school building has been 
placed in the tower of the town hall and the Gamewell system, on 
a small scale, has been installed. The business section of the Vil- 
lage is fairly well protected by three non-interfering street signal 
boxes located as follows:— 

Box 97 on telephone pole, corner Locust street and Depot 
avenue. 

Box 78 on telephone pole, corner Gifford street and East 
Main, opposite King street. 
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Box 69 on telephone pole, corner Glenwood Place and Main 
street. 

The system at Woods Hole is not a success, and your atten- 
tion to previous recommendation in regard to it is respectfully 
requested. 


FIRES. 


The alarms for the year have been many for small fires, field 
fires, and four alarms have been sounded when but for the prompt 
and excellent work of the department the loss would have been 
very serious. 

The largest loss in any one of these was $2,150.00 to dwell- 
ing in Woods Hole, South street, owned by Mrs. Betts of Chicago. 

The next serious one was that of stable in “out building” on 
Beebe Farm on Shore street. But for prompt action of the de- 
partment this would have been a very serious fire. 

The third largest loss was on the dwelling occupied by B.H.. 
Wright, next to Lawrence’sfgreenhouse. Damage $300.00. 


CONCLUSION. 


I wish to thank yon and all who have in any way assisted the 
department during the year. The appropriation has been ex- 
ceeded but we have got something§to show for it—the equivalent. 
Our apparatus was never in better condition or our companies 
better organized. 

I have given much valuable time to the work, but because of 
the small salary attached to this office—$2.00 per year—it is im- 
possible to devote as much time as the position demands.

Your committee on inland fisheries, according to a vote of 
the town at its last annual town meeting, posted Shiverick’s and 
Grew’s ponds prohibiting fishing for a term of three years. We 
have placed in these waters 546 pickerel, obtained from_the pond 
owned by E. F. Geggatt. We feel that the remuneration he re- 
ceived is slight when it is a fact that pickerel cannot be obtained 
from the U. S. government or the state. 

Charles S. Baker, a deputy fish and game commissioner, 
secured from Washington 2000 black bass, which were de- 
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posited in Long pond, and 500 fingerling trout from the state, 
which were deposited in Waquoit waters, free of all expense save 
expenses to Boston and transportation. - 

Your committee this year asks for the sum of $250.00, a por- 
tion of which we deem wise to expend to ask the state department 
of fisheries and game to look over the numerous ponds and see 
what fish are best suited to these waters and add to the revenue of 
the town. Lovers of the rod and reel and our summer visitors 
are numerous. Our hotel keepers, livery stables and all business 
interests are benefited. We have endeavored to follow out the 
motto, “the greatest good to the greatest number,” and we are 
pleased to know that the use of seines in inland waters are not 
to our knowledge used, and that the spirit of the law relative to 
fishing in this town is cheerfully complied with. 

The department of commerce is willing to aid us, also our 
representative, senator, and the state department of fisheries and 
game, but first of all we must show a willingness on the part of 
the town to help as well.

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Harbor Master’s Report. 


Woops Horr, Mass., DeceMBER 31, 1905. 
To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN OF FALMOUTH: 


I respectfully beg leave to submit the following brief report 
as harbor master for the year ending December 31, 1905: 

About one year ago, after consulting with several captains of 
vessels of various kinds, I saw the need of range lights for the 
harbor of Woods Hole. I drew up a petition to the lighthouse 
board and obtained a large number of signatures and presented it 
to the Honorable Mr. Lovering to present to the lighthouse board. 
In July the lights were established and they are a great benefit to 
our harbor and much appreciated. 

The ice of last winter took a large boat from the shores of 
Quissett harbor and left it in the channel. She was no good to 
the owner and as he had no means to remove her, and the town 
had made no provision for such emergencies, I applied to the 
harbor and land commissioners of our state who paid for her re- 
moval, $25.00. 

On request of the citizens of Waquoit to have their channel 
staked out by the town, I had it staked out after consulting the 
board of selectmen. The stakes were taken up this fall and saved 
for use next spring. . 

After visiting West Falmouth harbor several times and 
studying the situation carefully, I called a meeting of the residents 
of that place and adjusted the difficulty that existed there to the 
best of my ability. 
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I have visited the North Falmouth harbor several times and 
located some moorings and had the channel kept clear. 

I have been to Newport and filed the enclosed protest. 

I have a petition now in circulation to have a revenue cutter 
stationed at Woods Hole. 

In concluding I wish to say that the rules and regulations of 
the harbor master have been observed in most cases.

1. In regard to dumping the material that is now being 
dredged at Woods Hole, Mass., for the benefit of navigation, I 
have to say that it is being deposited in the deep hole in accordance 
with the terms of the contract, and I cannot require the contractor 
to dump the material in the sound, though I should have no objec- 
tion to his doing so if he chose. The material is glacial drift, as is 
well known, consisting of boulders held together in clay and then 
doubtless some sand and gravel. All the heavy material will lie 
where it is dropped, and if any is washed off the stone or mound 
at all, it is quite more likely to go to sea and out to Buzzards Bay 
in the strong currents that run either way in ebb and flood than 
to form shoals or go ashore.

The over expenditure of our appropriation of $400.64 was 
caused by the difference of interpreting the law regarding the 
duties of the poor department, supplying families while in quaran- 
tine. Had it not been that these bills were charged to the board 
of health appropriation it would have made a difference of $683.19 
to our account, leaving $282.55 unexpended appropriation. All 
supplies furnished to families, while in quarantine during the year, 
have been charged to our account, and, of course, has cost a great 
deal. But, considering the number and size of families quaran- 
tined, and absolutely cutting off the head of the family from 
providing (which was no fault of his whatever) the amount has 
been comparatively small. Our contention has been that a family, 
while in quarantine from contagious disease, must be provided for 
in a manner satisfactory to the attending physician, which we 
have endeavored to do. 

The honorable board of selectmen will have an article in the 
town warrant for the next annual meeting, for your consideration, 

-Tegarding the care of families in need of supplies during quaran- 
tine of contagious diseases, which no doubt can be arranged satis- 
factory to every one interested. 

During the epidemic of diphtheria, in our village, on account 
of conditions not entirely satisfactory to us, we deemed it wise to 
demand from the state board of health an expert on the disease. 
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The board promptly sent to us Dr. McGrath, undoubtedly one of 
the best experts in the state. At this time we wish to thank the 
whole people for their valuable assistance in stamping out this 
dreaded disease, which we now feel has been accomplished. 

Inquiries regarding the condition of our new grammar school 
building have been numerous and our answer has been “that the 
entire building has been properly disinfected by the standard 
method for the use of formaline, and in our judgment, a_ better 
heated, lighted and ventilated or more hygenic building could not 
be built.” There is no doubt but what the disease was carried 
into the building, but under the present conditions of the build- 
ing, it would be impossible for the disease to originate. 

For the pleasure of you all we are attaching to our report the 
report made by Dr. McGrath on his investigation while in our 
town.

The following is an abstract of my report to the secretary of 
the state Board of health upon an investigation of the recent epi- 
demic of diphtheria in Falmouth:— 

During the period July-November, twenty-three cases of 
diphtheria were reported to the board of health of the town of 
Falmouth. These cases occurred as follows: July 2, August 2, 
September 4, October 5, November 10. In addition to these, two 
cases in the same family were reported in the latter part of April. 
Prior to these cases the town had been free from the disease. 
Investigation showed these 23 cases to be distributed among 11 
families. Fourteen of the cases were evidently primary, the 
remainder being secondary cases occurring in families in which 
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the disease was already present and had so existed for a period at 
least equal to the incubation time. 

It was apparent that the local board of health had been active 
in its efforts to check the spread of the disease. Families in 
which diphtheria occurred were placed in quarantine, and patients 
were released only after negative cultural examination of their 
throats. Proper disinfection of infected premises was also being 
practiced. Seventeen of the twenty-three cases occured in chil- 
dren under fifteen years of age. Twelve of these were pupils in 

‘the grammar school, cases occurring among the scholars of every 
grade of this school, and in every room of the schoolhouse. In 
view of this fact, the local board of health ordered this school 
closed, and likewise recommended the closing of the Sunday 
schools for a period of several weeks, beginning Noy. 21. Prior 
to this, on Sept. 19, cultural examination of the throats of all of 
the pupils in attendance upon that date, had been made with the 
result that diphtheria bacilli were found in three. Of these, two 
children were given immunizing doses of antitoxine. One of 
them, about one month later, had diphtheria, four other members 
of the same family having previously been siezed with the 
disease, the earliest case being reported on Sept. 27. A fifth 
member of this family also had diphtheria, the case being reported 
on Oct. 23. Examination of the schoolhouse and its surroundings 
showed satisfactory conditions. Books known to have been in 
use by pupils who subsequensly had diphtheria, were collected 
and destroyed, and the local board of health contemplated a 
thorough disinfection of the schoolhouse by one of the standard 
methods for the use of formaline. 

The original source of infection could not readily or with 
certainty be identified. Following the two cases in April, it is 
said that cases of sore throat developed in the community in in- 
dividuals who were directly or indirectly exposed to one of these 
cases. Sore throats were likewise said to have been somewhat 
prevalent during the summer. 

The spread of the disease in the early fall, after the opening 
of the school term, may be accounted for by the presence of mild 
and unrecognized cases among the children in attendance at the 
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grammar school, whose close association during school hours in all 
probability favored the spread of contagion. It is not improbable 
that cases of nasal diphtheria, too light to give rise to symptoms, 
or at most being regarded merely as a cold in the head, were a 
factor in this connection. 

It is further probable that in some instances cases of pharyn- 
geal diphtheria were unrecognized through error in diagnosis, such 
error in part, at least, resulting from failure to employ the assist- 
ance of the cultural examination furnished gratuitously by the 
state. 

The course of action of the local board of health and its: 
energetic policy in dealing with the epidemic were endorsed and 
the considerations embodied in this report were suggested to them 
as the probable explanation of the spread of the disease in the 
community. The opinion was expressed that active co-operation 
upon the part of the local physicians in detecting the disease 
would enable the local board of health, through its efforts to pre- 
vent further spread of infection, speedily to eliminate diphtheria 
from the town.

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Report of the Water Commissioners. 


To THE INHABITANTS OF THF TOWN OF FALMOUTH:— 


We beg leave to make the following report for 1905: At: 


the beginning of the year 1905 the work on the West Falmouth 
standpipe was not completed, but as soon as possible this was ac- 
complished and the balance due paid the contractor. 

The total cost of the standpipe was $8,724.13 and the cost of 
the West Falmouth pipe $32,972.01, a total cost of $41,706.14. 
The amount of 40,054.80 was realized from the sale of the bonds. 

The balance of the cost of the work, $1,651.34, has been paid 
from the general funds of the water department. 


EAST FALMOUTH EXTENSION. 


The town voted at the last annual town meeting to issue 
bonds to the amount of $20,000.00 for the extension of the water 
pipes from the Teaticket end of the pipe to the residence of Mr. 
John Henry Robinson at East Falmouth. 

The bonds were sold to the Wildly’s Savings Bank, as three 
and one-half percents, at par and accrued interest. We proceeded 
as rapidly as possible to put in the extension. The contracts for 
the labor and materials were awarded to the lowest bidders in 
public competition. The work of pipe laying was completed 
November 6th. ; 

The promptness of the contractor in carrying out his contract 
for the laying of the main and the few difficulties met with in the 
work has kept the cost below the estimates. The cost to date has 
been $17,714.46, leaving a balance unexpended of $2,285.54. Of 
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this balance but a small part will be needed to pay bills contracted. 
for, and the surplus is available, as we are advised by the town 
council, “for the purpose of enlarging and extending the water 
works and providing additional appliances and fixtures. therewith, 
as provided in Section 16 of Chapter 66 of the acts of 1898, and 
that if there is no such purpose to use this surplus, then I think it 
should be paid into the sinking fund which has been established for 
the payments of said bonds.” 

That is, as we understand, the town can use the surplus in 
making further extensions or paying the bonds due in May. 


THE PUMPING STATION. 


The pumping station is in first class order and reflects credit 
to the town and to the engineer in charge. 

The pumps have been refitted at a cost of $276.35. 

We have purchased of Ellen J. Briggs a strip of land on the 
south side of the standpipe, at Quissett, for the sum of $100.00. 
The land is crossed by the main pipe, as originally laid by the 
Falmouth Water Company. 

The hydrant in front of the residence of the late David Gif. 
ford has been placed in position, according to the vote of the 
town. at the last special town meeting. 

The Quissett standpipe has been thoroughly overhauled; the 
foundation rebuilt and the tank caulked, reriveted and painted, 
and is at present in first class condition. The total cost was 
$3,555.49; one hundred dollars of which is withheld at the dis- 
cretion of the water commissioners. 

The fountain at Quissett received our attention, as requested 
by the vote of the town, and we purchased the land for the pur- 
pose of adding to the limited space where the fountain now stands. 

The fountain at Woods Hole has been moved to the foot of 
Depot avenue, as directed by the town meeting. 

At the annual town meeting it was voted to appropriate the 
sum of $1000.00 for the extension of the water pipe at Falmouth 
Heights, and at the special town meeting an additional sum of 
$200.00 was appropriated.

We have laid 288 feet of old four inch pipe and 1688 feet of 
new four inch pipe; 951 feet of two inch pipe and 74 feet of one 
and a half inch pipe. 


SERVICES. 


A gain of 83 in services this year is conclusive evidence that 
the water is regarded as a household necessity. 

The financial statement shows a considerable increase in the 
receipts over that of the previous year, accounted for in the more 
prompt payment of rates and a substantial increase in the fixtures 
attached. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We recommend that a six inch main be laid in Church street 
in Woods Hole from the end of the present six inch main some 
428 feet to the southerly entrance of the premises of Mr. Alfred 
C. Harrison. 

We recommend that a four inch main be laid in Quissett Har- 
bor road from Quisset avenue some 1,000 feet to connect the 
houses in that location. 

We recommend an appropriation of $1,500.00 to replace the 
old pipe and further extend the pipe line at Falmouth Heights.

Report of the Selectmen. 


Your board of selectmen would call the attention of the citi- 
zens to the vote of the town requiring that the town report be 
made up and published by the selectmen, instead of by a commit- 
tee on accounts, as has been done the last few years. 

This course seems the proper one that the annual report 
should be a report of the selectmen, embodying the individual 
reports of the several boards of officers elected or appointed for 
the year. 

As it rests with these boards to make their reports, it seems 
vital that same should be in the hands of the selectmen as early 
after the closing of the accounts for the year as possible. " We are 
pleased to state right here that these reports have reached us with 
a promptness that indicates willingness to co-operate with the 
selectmen in their efforts to get out an early report. 

The past year has developed the fact that there should be a 
plain understanding as to the board of officials on whom rests the 
duty of providing for or assisting families, who are for the public 
safety, quarantined by the board of health, that such board may 
make a proper estimate for an appropriation at the annual meeting 
when the general appropriations are voted. 

The warrant for the annual meeting will contain an article in 
reference to rescinding the vote taken last year on precinct voting, 
and it is hoped that the citizens will fully express their wishes as 
to whether this system shall continue. 

The board of selectmen have received during the past year 
two petitions for the laying out of new highways, one in the vil- 
lage, and one from West to North Falmouth. It seems proper 
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that the town should be made acquainted with the reasons of the 
board for declining to favorably act on petitions received from 
citizens, and we would say that in the case of the North Falmouth 
road, the selectmen after a hearing granted the petitioners and all 
persons interested, and after viewing the premises, decided that 
the public necessity and convenience did not require the road as 
petitioned for, and the same was not laid out. 

The second petition for a road in the Village was the same 
proposition that has been brought before the town previously, 
Glenwood avenue. This is a case that is rather hard to deal 
with. Last year this proposition was brought before the annual 
meeting, that the town appropiate a sum of money to improve and 
keep in repair this avenue and the town voted the sum of $100 
for that purpose, providing this expenditure could be made 
legally. 

From advice from council this expenditure could not be made, 
and the sum reverted to the treasury of the town. The petition 
we have received called for the laying out of this avenue as a 
highway, but from the width of the same (15 feet) your board 
felt they could not properly recommend its acceptance, and the 
layout was not made. 

The appropriation made at the last annual meeting for the 
purpose of controlling the speed of automobiles in the limits of 
the town, has been partially expended in erecting such signs and 
notices as seemed sufficient to warn drivers of these machines of 
the dangerous turns and corners in the town that at least some 
care might be taken of the public safety; but from our experience 
of these drivers, it does not have the effect desired. The only 
thing which will have any effect will be legislation, and such 
legislation will either regulate the speed of automobiles, or turn 
the highways over to them without any restrictions. In this con- 
nection, it seems well to suggest that the signs posted by the 
selectmen are in conformity with the statutes and that it isa very 
serious matter to/remove or destroy the same. We call the atten- 
tion of the town to the fact that such unlawful interference 
has been going on for some time and would ask the co-operation of 
all good citizens in bringing such lawbreakers to account, and that 
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a liberal reward will be paid for the conviction of any person 
doing this mischief. 

The matter of public dumping grounds is very important for 
the interests of the public health, and it appears that there will 
have to be land condemned at Falmouth Heights for this purpose. 
We would ask that the persons who still insist in dumping rub- 
bish along the highways will consider the expense to which the 
town has been to provide proper places for that purpose, and 
govern themselves accordingly. 

It seems of importance that the citizens should, through this 
report,be informed of any litigation in which the town is principal, 
and in this connection we would say that the town at its previous 
meeting voted to take land at Falmouth Heights for park purposes, 
and a sum of $3,000 was appropriated for the payment of same. 
The party from whom the land was so taken has appealed from 
the price fixed by the town, and the case comes before a jury at 
the April court in 1906. 

The matter of securing a harbor will come before the town 
at the annual meeting. This matter should have the careful con- 
sideration of the voters of the town. The financial conditions 
should be thoroughly gone into and the wisdom of increasing the 
present tax rate very seriously considered. 

The matter of the offered standing rules printed herein 
should be read by every voter in the town, and same should have 
the careful attention of the meeting that any action taken may be 
for the interests of the town. 

It is the intention of your board in future to embody in the 
yearly report such matters as shall furnish information on affairs 
of the town as can but be of interest to every voter. 

The importance of owners of trees on lands, bordering on the 
highways, as well as all other trees infested by the tree destroying 
moths or beetles, of destroying these pests before they leave their 
nests, cannot be too strongly urged. Anditis hoped that citizens 
will aid and assist in every way in their power in preserving the 
trees of every kind in the town of Falmouth. 

Notices will be sent to land owners who will then understand 
the responsibilities of each and eveiy citizen in the matter of 
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destroying these pests, and any information pertaining to the ap- 
pearance of the nests of moths will be cheerfully furnished by the 
tree warden appointed by the town for the purpose of protecting 
and preserving trees.

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Report of By-Law Committee. 


The committee appointed at the annual meeting of 1905, to 
confer with the attorney-general of the state of Massachusetts rel- 
ative to the by-laws passed by the town at that meeting, submit 
the following report:— 

Your committee presented to the attorney-general for his ap- 
proval the by-laws passed at the last annual town meeting. The 
attorney-general hesitated to approve most of the by-laws thus 
presented, taking generally the somewhat narrow ground that, as 
the subjects were touched upon by existing laws of the state, they 
were not necessary by-laws for a town to enact. Many of the by- 
laws presented to the attorney-general by your committee were 
copies of those already in force in other towns, but cannot for the 
above reasons be by-laws for our town. This seems to your com- 
mittee an unsatisfactory state of affairs, but there is no help for it 
at present. Under the circumstances your committee decided to 
report these by-laws in the form of standing votes in connection 
with our town government. These standing votes may be rescind- 
ed or changed at annual town meetings, while to alter by-laws re- 
quires more complicated procedure. Therefore your committee, 
after taking careful legal advice from the same source that com- 
piled the by-laws of the town of Weston, have prepared the 
following standing votes, (which are substantially the same as the 
by-laws passed by the town), for your action and approval, believ- 
ing that they will satisfy the present wants of the town and 
materially aid in its intelligent government. 

The committee will merely add that its investigations indi- 
cate that in every case where at the present time, towns, such as 
Weston, have comprehensive existing by-laws, they were passed 
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and adopted some years before the state legislation above referred 
to, and that now the state policy appears to be, as we have stated, 
to encourage standing votes rather than by-laws.

STANDING VOTES OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journed meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned meet- 
ing. Full notice of every special town meeting, including a copy 
of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to every 
legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date of such 
meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sec. 828.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to the 
moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws Chap. 11, sects. 332 and 
333.) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
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A 
which it#s passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage of 
such vote, and also the time when the notice of reconsideration is 
given. ; 
Sect:.5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall be 
published in the town report annually. The report shall contain 
the reports of all town boards, officers and committees having the 
control of expenditure of the town’s money and a list of the appro- 
priations for the past year and those recommended for the coming 
year, and. copies shall be distributed before the annual meeting, 
(See Rey. Laws Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two weeks 
before any special town meeting, the last publication to be during 
the week previous to such meeting, all committee recommendations 
and estimates relating to the expenditures of money upon which 
action is to be taken. 


” 


ARTICLE It.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1 Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall have 
custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen the town clerk 
may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 11.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their hands, 
and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness before 
endorsing the order for their payment by the town treasurer. All 
such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, showing in de- 
tail the names of persons to whom payable and the purpose for 
which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 

Sect. 8. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, except 
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for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or County, for 
final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and scrip of 
the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to the com- 
missioners of the sinking fund. 

Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the water 
commissioners, all coal. The various boards and committees 
shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier ,if required by 
the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the esti- 
mated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year advertise for bids to furnish 
the required amount of coal, and shall award the contracts to the 
lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal shall give 
bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to 
be not less than one quarter of the total contract) for the faithful 
performance of his contract. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town may take such action as 
seems best. 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the town 
at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to serve to 
fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain:— 

A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past year 
and recommendations of the selectmen for future requirements. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time of the 
report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the year, 
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the length and width, cost of construction and amount of land dam- 
ages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and _ resolutions 
passed. mm 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corporation 
during the municipal year. 

The names of all delinquent tax payers with the amount of 
the unpaid tax in each past year, unless the same has been re- 
mitted. 

The names of all delinquent water rate payers with the amount 
of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless the same has been re- 
mitted. 

A list of all provisional acts of the legislature accepted by the 
town. (See Rev. Laws Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


ARTICLE I11.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioner shall 
give surety company bonds of #5000 each for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations; said report 
to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January Ist in each 
year; the list of such delinquents to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates are due and 


unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 
ARTICLE Iv.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the, Treasurer 
to see that all boards, committees and officers, except the water 
commissioners, on or before the 10th day of each month, (unless 
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otherwise fixed by statute) pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10.00 collected by them previous to that date, to the cus- 
tody of which the treasurer is entitled. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the pres- 
ence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, notes, 
script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which have 
been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and receipted 
accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, cancelled bonds, 
notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of the town 
which have been paid, unless the performance of these duties are 
otherwise specified by statute. See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 
72.) 


ARTICLE y.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and Octo- 
ber, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial year, 
finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may not be 
hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE vI.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except in 
the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, and 
it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before the 
close of the financial year, to approve all accounts, claims, bills 
and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriation. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—After the closing of the books for the 
year on December 31st, no orders for the payment of money from 
the various departments shall be approved by the selectmen, nor 
shall any orders be paid by the town treasurer until after the 
various appropriations have been made at the next annual town 
meeting. 
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Sect. 8. Voted that—-No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, authorized 
to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town for 
labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by the 
town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commission, discount, 
bonus, present or reward from the persons making such sale, loan, 
contract or agreement for furnishing such goods, wares, merchan- 
dise or money. And no towii officer, nor any member of a board 
or committee of the town in his individual capacity shall contract 
or have any interest in a contract with the town; except in the 
case of publicly advertised competitive contracts. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for work 
on the roads or for any other service performed. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 

Sect.3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received. the award of the contract 
shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference always being 
given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation are 
equal.

TEACHERS. 


Of prime importance to all interested in school matters, is the 
quality and spirit of the corps of instructors. No class of workers 
has a larger responsibility than the teaching fraternity, and no- 
where is there a greater demand for real men and women, well 
endowed with common sense. 

Several changes in our corps of teachers have taken place 
during the past year, Miss Grace D. Inman of the Village 
schools resigned to take work of a different character. Miss 
Maude I. White of Charlemont, Massachusetts, a lady of successful 
experience in teaching, was given the school. 

Miss Caroline Carroll resigned to take a higher position— 
that of the head of a household. Miss Bertha F. Lewis, well 
known to our people, was given this place. Miss Bessie M. Bailey 
who had taught the primary at West Falmouth for two years, 
resigned to take up work elsewhere. Mrs. Matilda O. Swift was 
elected to this position. Mrs. Swift has had much experience in 
teaching in former years. 
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Mr. Henry S. Haskins, principal of the Woods Hole school, 
accepted a call to a higher position at Newton. His place is 
occupied by Mr. Alfred D. Taylor, a graduate of the Hyannis 
Normal school. Miss Abbie M. Fellows, for four years the teacher 
of the Hatchville school, resigned to become a private tutor. Miss 
E. Frances Dunham, a teacher of much experience, was chosen as 
her successor. Miss Clara B. Pingree, a graduate of Bates 
college, and with several years’ successful teaching, was engaged 
as teacher of English in the high school. Miss Fannie G. Fisher 
who had taught this department during the preceding two years, 
is married and living in Montana. 


ATTENDANCE. 


There is nothing that is more detrimental to the best results 
of a school than irregular attendance. The strict attention of 
children to their school duties is a matter of business. The state 
demands it and it is seldom the children should be deprived of the 
right which the welfare of society demands. We feel that nearly 
all the parents are to be commended for their co-operation in this 
matter. There are a few, however, who do not seem to fully 
realize that by keeping a child out one day his interest is likely to 
be lessened thereby several days. Habits of punctuality and 
regularity are invaluable adjuncts of a successful life. 

During the year ending in June, 1905, the records show a 
good attendance. During the fall term the prevalence of a con- 
tagion interfered very materially with the progress of the work in 
the Village. It is believed that the difficulty has now been entirely 
removed from the community. Some of the school work lost will 
be made up during the remainder of the year. 


THE NEW GRAMMAR SCHOOL BUILDING. 


In the spring of 1905, teachers and scholars took possession 
of the new grammar school building. It was an agreeable transfer 
and all appreciate the new quarters. The building is proving all 


that was claimed for it, as it is well heated, well-lighted and the 
ventilation is excellent. With the new surroundings, each child 
feels a personal pride in keeping things looking fresh and clean. 

_ The assembly hall was finished in October and it is expected 
the seats will be placed in February. ‘ The hall is light, large and 
attractive, and will make a most excellent place for educational 
gatherings as well as a general assembly room for the pupils of the 
school. It is finished in natural wood, the walls are tinted green, 
and is supplied with a large and convenient stage, Such a room 
as this needs a piano and we hope one will be placed there in the 
near future. A building with so many rooms and large windows 
should have a reasonable amount of pictures, etc. There should 
be placed in every room, not only in the new grammar school 
building but in all school buildings, something to please the eye, 
to cultivate the taste and to relieve the too staring blankness of 
the walls. We would suggest portraits or busts of men who have 
made our history, men distinguished in every field of usefulness. 
There could be photographs of the wonders of nature; of historic 
places and buildings; of masterpieces in architecture, painting and 
sculpture, and of the mighty achievements of mechanical skill and 
engineering. With such, the whole atmosphere of the schoolroom 
would be changed. Such surroundings as these would awaken 
and cultivate admiration—admiration for that which is worthy of 
it. “It is by admiration only of what is beautiful and sublime 
that we mount up a few steps toward the likeness of what we 
admire.” 

To aid in procuring the above, the Grammar School Improve- 
ment association has been formed. The sum of five dollars has 
been given by the “Outlook Club” which we hope will be followed 
by donations from other sources, as it certainly is a worthy cause. 
How could money be put to better use than to place it where 
hundreds of children will be benefitted by it. 

The large playground back of the building has proved itself a 
source of great pleasure to the children. A fire drill has been 
inaugurated in the schools and it is remarkable in how short a 
time the building can be vacated. All the school buildings in 
town should be made to harmonize as far as possible with the 
conditions here. 


METHODS. 


Few innovations have been made in the work during the past 
year. But there has been a constant striving to do all the work 
better. We have tried to impress upon all that a recitation means 
more than a certain number of facts found in a particular text 
book. Having carefully prepared the lesson herself, the teacher 
should enliven the subject matter contained in the book. The 
vital spark between teacher and class must be kept active, or the 
recitation is more or less of a failure. This can only be done by 
thorough preparation on the part of both teacher and pupil. 

In the teaching of arithmetic, teachers are admonished to 
dwell on the oral work preceding the written work; by so doing, 
the child gets a clearer idea of how to attack the written problems. 
The “why” is nowhere of greater importance than in the teaching 
of mathematics. 

Efforts are being made to obtain better results in penmanship. 
The tendency of pupils in the lower grades is to write with great 
care and consequently improve rapidly. As they reach the higher 
grades, the tendency is in the opposite direction, that is, to write 
more hurridly and with less care. To counteract this, teachers 
should insist upon neatly written papers at all times. The hand- 
writing is largely formed in the grades. It is then of the greatest 
importance that it be well formed, 

The National Method of teaching reading in the primary 
grades is adhered to with good results. This is significant; for 
without good reading and the ability to interpret the thought 
from the printed page, all study of other subjects is well nigh 
impossible. 

A review of the methods used in all the studies will not be 
attempted at this time. 

Permanent impressions must be produced by the work of our 
schools. A fleeting sensation is of little or no educational value. 
Let me say again that drill, review and repetition must be fre- 
quently used to give pupils permanent impressions. To this 
should be added that interest that comes from making the subject 
practical and tangible whenever this is possible. 
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The criticism is sometimes heard that schools have of late 
years overloaded the curriculum with subjects to be taught, that 
thorough work with so many studies is well nigh impossible. We 
have been conservative, in Falmouth, in departing from the so- 
called fundamental studies in the common schools. The educa- 
tional tendencies at present indicate that the school of the future 
will have fewer rather than more studies. 

Report cards are sent to parents at intervals, showing the 
standing of the child in his classes. It will be noticed that appli- 
cation as well as deportment is marked on these cards. The 
marking being in letters, gives the teacher more scope and at the 
same time, does the child better justice. The signing of the 
report card by the parent means nothing more or less than that he 
has examined it. His signature does not signify that he is 
satisfied with the marking. 

Good discipline is the first condition of a good school. It may 
however, be pointed out that the ideal of discipline has changed 
very much in recent years. Even a lay visitor may easily notice 
the spirit that pervades a well disciplined school. At the present 
time we scarcely expect to find a school ruled by fear. Teachers 
do not punish indiscriminately as in the old days. The best 
teachers seldom strike a blow, corporal punishment being adminis- 
tered only as a last resort. 

The rooms of such teachers are always in perfect order. 
There is freedom, but not abuse of it. Children are happy and 
attentive to the work in hand. The spirit of co-operation is  visi- 
ble everywhere. Pupils feel that the teacher is their friend, they 
confide in her and are being led unconsciously. 

Such a picture is not overdrawn; it exists in our schools. 

I do not wish being understood as saying that corporal pun- 
ishment should never be resorted to. But it should be used only 
in the very extreme cases. 


ADDITION TO THE EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL HOUSE. 


How best to relieve the over-crowded condition of the school 
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at East Falmouth has oveupied the minds of the committee for 
some time. 

At the annual town meeting last spring an appropriation of 
$900 was made to be expended under the direction of the school 
committee in building an additional school room to the East 
Falmouth school house. 

Upon getting out the plans, it was found that the sum voted 
was insufficient for the purpose. Ata special town meeting an 
additional #500 was voted, making the total sum $1400. 

The committee engaged Mr. W. A. Tobey as architect, who 
drew the plans for the house. The contract for construction was 
awarded to Mr. W. B. Jones. The room is a pleasant one and is 
21 by 291-2 feet. It is well lighted and ventilated, has a good 
supply of slate blackboards and is furnished with thirty adjustable 
single seats. Two portable coal furnaces were placed in the 
building, one to heat the old school room and the other to warm 
the addition. These furnaces also heat the anterooms. Up to the 
present time these have been found to work well. The building 
complete, with the necessary alterations on the main school house, 
cost $1,667.55. 

At the opening of the school the first three grades, comprising 
27 pupils were assigned to the new room. The main room was 
given to the four upper grades. There are 18 pupils in this room. 
There is need of some new furniture for this room, which the 
committee has under consideration. This gives each teacher a 
good working school, and excellent results should follow. 


THE OBJECTS OF EDUCATION. 


While there are, in detail, many ends of education, we may in 
general divide them into three heads—-the Physical Development, 
the Mental Development and the Moral Development. It is of 
the last that I wish to say a few words at this time. 

The cultivation of the moral side of a child’s nature was for- 
metly left to the home aided, toa greater or less extent, by the 
church. Yet, it has more and more a pronounced place in the school. 
Religious training, so far as doctrines are concerned, is rigorously 


excluded from the school. The evil results of a violation of the 
divine law may be taught without entering the lines of “doc- 
trines.” 

The teaching of morals, however, consists not so much in in- 
struction about things forbidden, but more largely in inspiring a 
desire for high ideals for the sake of such ideals. The mind of the 
child should be brought into a living relation with the virtues 
there are in life—whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely and whatsoever things are of good 
report.” 

The schools are sometimes criticised for not more thoroughly 
instilling the moral element. The school alone, however, cannot 
work miracles. Moral character is a growth which requires right 
conditions all the time and every where. The home, the church, 
the school and the general public must unite to obtain the best 
results in this direction. 

The school, nevertheless, has a vast duty to perform in this 
direction, for what is education worth without the moral element, 
for upon this hang not only the “law and the prophets;” but also 
our natianal existence. 

One of the most potent factors of the teaching of morals 
in our schools is the teacher herself. It is not so much -what she 
teaches that gives results, but what she is as she goes about her 
daily work. 


MUSIC. 


Very satisfactory results have been attained in music since it 
was introduced into our schools five years ago. 

Mr. Butterfield, desiring time for further study of music, was 
granted a leave of absence by the committee for a part of the pres- 
ent school year. He has had general oversight of the music during 
this time, and has outlined the work for each school to accomplish 
during his absence. He has also made several visits to the schools 
to see that progress was being made and to aid teachers in this 
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branch. He will return in the spring with renewed enthusiasm 
for the work. 
Below will be found a few lines from Mr. Butterfield. 


Mr. A. O. STANGER, Supt. of Schools, 


DEAR Sir:—I respectfully submit the mallee report for 
the year of 1905:— 

When listening to the singing of a class, one ishing to hear 
good rythm, correct intonation, ae enunciation, proper phrasing 
and a pleasing quality of tone. It requires the keenest concentra- 
tion of mind on the part of teacher and pupils alike, and also long 
continued endeavor, to gain these results. 

In the chorus, the pupil can not sing as an individual, with- 
out thought of the others, but must make his efforts a part of the ° 
whole. It teaches him the subordination of self to the interest of 
the many; a most valuable lesson. This is brought forcibly to his 
attention, for he realizes that he must be in accord with the rest 
of the chorus lest he mar the beauty of the song. 

Classes, like individuals, show a wide difference in musical 
ability; so while one class may sing very acceptibly, another may 
show but a limited degree of proficiency; both having had the 
same amount of instruction. 

At the beginning of the fall term, the supervisor visited the 
schools, took the compass of the voices, assigned the parts and 
saw the music started for the year. Each teacher was given a week- 
ly outline covering the year’s work. He or she was privileged to 
consult the supervisor upon any question that might require his 
advice. It is his purpose to visit the schools twice again before 
the expiration of his leave of absence. 


WALTER H. BUTTERFIELD. 
DRAWING. 


The teaching of drawing in our schools, by a special teacher, 
has been in contemplation by the committee for some time. Its 
importance in the course of study cannot be questioned. It opens 
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up to the vision of the child, beauties to which he would otherwise 
be blind. Nor is drawing simply valuable in cultivating a sense 
of the beautiful, it is practical in the extreme. It gives the child a 
new mode of expressing himself regarding the material things of 
life. More attention is now being paid to the industrial side of 
drawing than formerly. 

Practically all the schools of the state now have drawing 
taught under the direction of a special teacher. 

Drawing was introduced into our schools at the opening of 
the schools in September, 1905. 

Miss Winifred M. Kent, a graduate of the Boston Normal Art 
school and having several years experience in teaching drawing, 
was secured as special teacher of the subject. Miss Kent makes 
weekly visits to all the schools of our town, thus giving all the 
children the benefit of it. Miss Kent also teaches drawing in the 
towns of Marion and Rochester. 

I have been surprised at the interest taken by the children in 
this study. 

Below will be found Miss Kent’s report. 


To Mr. A. O. STANGER, Superintendent of Schools:-— 


My first report is hereby presented:— 

The aims and results of drawing in the public schools are and 
should be many. To develop a love for beautiful things and to 
develop the imagination are important and desirable. But it is 
equally important to develop the use of the hands—to train the 
hands to carry out the ideas of the brain. Foran education that 
develops the brain only, is one-sided and deprives the child of 
much pleasure as well as profit. 

Drawing requires the use of both brain and hands. It should 
be used as a free medium of expression—as writing is. And more 
effective, in many instances, than writing, because it is less com- 
plicated. For instance, a working drawing, or plan, of .a_ table, 
with dimensions, will be more easily understood by a workman 
than an elaborate description in writing. 

A course of drawing from the primary to the high school 
should enable a pupil to express his ideas clearly with a pencil. 
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A course has been prepared that takes up illustrative work in 
the primary grades, The children draw the things they study and 
think about—games, work toys, etc., everything that interests 
them. And they always draw freely and easily, 

In the intermediate grades this free expression will be kept 
up, but at the same time they must learn to measure and plan. 
To make accurate working drawings of different objects, and to 
make the objects themselves, from paper or cardboard, 

As life itself is only a system of measuring and planning on a 
larger scale, whether of time, money or materials, it seems appro- 
priate that the practice of these two important points should 
continue through the grammar and high schools. 

The spirit of pupils and teachers in the schools is exception- 
ally good, and the results cannot be otherwise than satisfactory.

WINIFRED KENT. 
LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Our high school is well patronized and continues to do its 
share of wo:k in the town’s educational system. This plant, we 
venture to say, is as well equipped as any of like size in the com- 
monwealth, and the people have a right to expect good results 
therefrom. 

One sometimes hears it said that a high school course is not 
practical, that it is beneficial chiefly to those who may pursue their 
studies in higher institutions of learning. This, however, is a very 
great mistake. All education is beneficial and practical. Are we 
not in danger of becoming too practical in this commercial age? 
Perhaps it would be better to say that we are in danger of form- 
ing a distorted notion of what is practical. Can any thing be of 
more practical value in every walk of life than a well trained 
mind, provided, of course, it is rightly directed; and for this 
purpose schools are maintained. 

Your attention is directed to the report of the principal which 
follows. 
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Mr. A. O. STANGER, Superintendent of Schools, 


Sir:—I have the honor of submitting my fourth annual report 
of the Lawrence High School. 

My report of last year treated at length of my ideas in regard 
to the content and aim of the courses of study. Hence, my report 
this year will be brief. It concerns itself with slight changes and 
a few statistics. 

At a meeting of the school board in September, it was voted 
to make the commercial course cover one year instead of four. 
That is, the pupil must complete three years work in one of the three 
courses, Classical, Latin-Scientific or English: in the fourth year, he 
has a choice either of finishing the course he is in or of taking a 
year of commercial work. In this way he is getting three years of 
purely high school subjects and one on a business college plan. 
This is an innovation in a high school curriculum. 

These commercial subjects have been placed late in our course 
of study for the purpose of restricting the pupil’s choice of work 
while his judgement is unstable. 

As this is the third year of the course there have been no 
regular commercial graduates. It might be said, however, that a 
recent graduate of our high school, who received two years’ 
instruction in stenography there, is doing very satisfactory work 
as stenographer for the N. Y., N. H. and H. Rie Re 

The senior year commercial course which may be elected. by 
the present freshman class and those succeeding is incorporated 
below:

The number in the school at present taking the Latin-Scientific 
Course is nineteen. Those taking the English Course number fif- 
teen. The number in the Commercial Course plus those of the

freshman class who wished to elect the old commercial course is 
twenty-nine. 

One of the aims of the high school is to arouse the ambition 
of its pupils and help them to make the most of themselves. This 
deals with two classes of pupils—those who must be fitted for 
higher institutions, and those whose school days end with their 
graduation from the high school. 

The following facts in regard to our graduates are here perti- 
nent. 

In 1903, 25 per cent of the class continued their studies. after 
being graduated and three-fourths of these attended business 
ceclleges. 

In 1904, 41 per cent continued their studies, and three-fourths 
of these attended business colleges. 

Of last year’s class, 55 per cent are still studying and but one, 
a resident of another town, has gone to a business college. 

These figures seem to show, first an appreciation of the com- 
mercial course, and secondly, an increased interest in advanced 
study in other fields. Among the undergraduates, there is a 
growing desire for college work. Twelve of the members of the 
school have expressed a desire to fit for college. 

Parents have been asked to aid the teachers in raising the 
standard of scholarship in our school. This request has not been 
unheeded. In many cases there has been a marked improvement 
in the work. However, a pupil ought not to be satisfied with 
merely passing work. Now is the time for him to acquire the 
habit of always doing his best. Doing his school work to the best 
of his ability is an important means to this end. A pupil who 
learns quickly may do passable work with little home study; but 
good and excellent results can be acquired only by considerable 
study outside of school. Ifa pupil’s daily home study does not 
average from two or three hours, he is not making the most of the 
opportunities offered by the high school. 

In a previous report I dealt with the matter of “ringers” play- 
ing on school athletic teams. In this locality, there is a growing 
tendency to exclude them. In every game, the L. H.-S. has played 
a strictly school team, or has arranged frankly with the contestants 
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to have outside boys on the team. The L. H. S. stands for honest 
athletics. 

It is easy to mistake the means for the end. The end is not 
to maintain victorious teams, but to promote in boys and girls an 
interest in different kinds of exercise. Inter-school games are a 
means to this end. They fail to the extent that only those partici- 
pate who are least in need of exercise. 

Regular exercise for all the pupils is now provided for in the 
school program. The Ling system of Swedish gymnastics was 
introduced in November. Good results are already seen. 

This year it is the intention to have representative men of the 
town give fifteen or twenty minute talks to the school upon sub- 
jects of vital interest to young people. Rev. J. H. Quint gave the 
first talk upon “The Choice of a Profession.” The pupils enjoyed 
it and cannot fail to profit by it. Rev. H. H. Smythe is to give 
the second talk early in the winter term. Others will follow as 
soon as they can be arranged for. 

Miss Clara B. Pingree who succeeds Mrs. Fannie Fisher 
Smith, is doing good work in her department. 

I wish herewith to express my appreciation of your cordial 
support and of the esprit de corps manifested by the teachers 
associated with me.

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SUGGESTIONS. 


While our schools are now fairly well equipped, there yet 
remains much to be done. 

The reference libraries in all the schools might profitably be 
enlarged, especially is this true of the grammar schools. The 
pupils of the East Falmouth grammar school recently raised twelve 
dollars, which was expended for reference books for the school. 
Such zeal is commendable. 

I am more and more convinced that the greater part of the 


 people’s money should be expended on the lower grade schools. 


This is where the great mass of children are. By consulting the 
table giving the number of pupils in the different grades, it will 
be seen that only a few, relatively speaking, get beyond the grades. 
From the grades will come the men who will cast the majority 
vote in the elections of the future. 

The adornment and beautifying of the outlying schools of the 
town is a fruitful subject. The custom of the committee. making 
annual visits to these premises has resulted in good. There is 
need of new single seats at Waquoit, Davisville and in one of the 
rooms at East Falmouth. Attractive school rooms do much toward 
making the child’s life pleasant and profitable to him. Clean walls, 
ornamented by pictures and casts, well kept yards and spacious 
play grounds do not cost much, but yield large dividends in the 
enlargement of the esthetic side of the child’s nature. 

I regret that teachers cannot more frequently meet with pupils 
and parents in social intercourse. If more of our school rooms 
could be lighted, it would be easier to make the school a 
social factor in the community. Only as teachers, pupils and 
parents work together and understand each other fully, can the 
school fulfil its largest mission. 

The spare room at Woods Hole has been utilized to some 
extent for this purpose during the past term. It would be a good 
investment to furnish this room with lamps and settees that it may 
be more readily utilized for the above purpose. I take this oppor- 
tunity of commending the teachers for the interest they have 
shown in it. 
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In my visits to the schools I sometimes notice pupils who are 
apparently defective in eyesight. Would it not be well for the 
school authorities to have a simple, yet expert examination made 
of the eyesight of all the pupils in our schools? Parents could be 
notified of the result and advised what to do. 


A RETROSPECT. 


Itis well, sometimes, to pause in our work and take a look 
backward to see whether we are making advance or are actually 
retrograding. To do this satisfactorily the work should be viewed 
over a sufficiently long period to give conclusive inferences, and 
we have decided to review it briefly for the last ten years. 

Ten years ago there were four hundred and twelve children, 
between the ages of five and fifteen years, in town, with an aver- 
age daily attendance in the schools of three hundred and _ ninety. 
In September, 1905, there were five hundred and twenty-six be- 
tween five and fifteen years in the town, with an average daily 
attendance of four hundred and seventy-two. This shows an 
increase of one hundred and fourteen children in the town. 

The total enrollment in the High School during these years is 
as follows: 1895 there were sixty-two, in 1905 there were sixty- 
four. The largest enrollment during the period was in 1900 when 
it reached seventy-five. In 1895, the Woods Hole school and the 
Village school each had the same number of pupils, namely, one 
hundred. At the present time there are about four times as 
many children in the Village schools as there are at Woods Hole. 
A few of those in the village are transported from outside. The 
attendance in the West Falmouth schools has increased from forty- 
four to fifty-six. The course of study has been rewritten and 
enriched. 

The Quissett school has been closed and the pupils are trans- 
ported to the village. On the other hand, the Davisville school 
which was closed ten years ago, has been reopened. More chil- 
dren are being transported than in 1895. 

The schools in the eastern part of the town have increased in 
size more than in the other sections. This is largely due to the 
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foreign element. The number of regular teachers employed has 
increased from sixteen to twenty-one. During this time there have 
been seventy-seven different teachers employed in the schools, and 
of this number only two have been in the ranks the entire ten 
years. 

A special teacher of music has been employed since 1900. In 
1905, drawing was introduced with a special teacher in charge. 

The teachers’ monthly payroll has increased from $845.50 to 
$1242. 

Ten years ago the Lawrence High school vacated the Aca- 
demy building and moved into its new quarters. The building 
has been kept in excellent condition and seems as good as new. 
The laboratory was fitted up in 1897 at a cost of $1500. To this 
material has been added as occasion required. . 

Formerly there were two teachers employed in the High 
School. In 1896 a third was employed, and with the introduction 
of a commercial course in 1903, a fourth was found necessary. 

During the decade two hundred and twenty-four pupils have 
been admitted to the High school, and exactly one half of them, 
one hundred and twelve have finished the course and received 
diplomas. 

In 1903 the Hatchville school building was burned and was 
replaced by a more modern structure. Last spring the Village 
grammar school was completed, filling a long felt want. There are 
one hundred and eighty-seven children in the building, occupying 
five rooms. Two years ago the town voted to establish a kinder- 
garten, which is also pleasantly housed in this building. The new 
addition at East Falmouth is spoken of elsewhere in this report. 

In the course of ten years many pictures and decorations have 
been placed in the school buildings through the efforts of teachers 
and pupils. A piano and some books coming from outside donors. 

Since 1905 there have been six different persons on the school 
committee. There is only one member on the present school 
committee that was in office ten years ago. 

All the expense for the schools is for our children that they 
may have the best opportunity possible to prepare them for life’s 
work, and to make our town a credit to the state and nation. 
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Therefore every citizens should be interested to see that we get, 
not only the best, but the most for the money expended. 


SCHOOL LEGISLATION. 


Attention is called to the following recent legislation which 
raises the age for compulsory school attendance from fourteen to 
sixteen for children “who cannot read at sight and write legibly 
simple sentences in the English language.” 


AN ACT TO EXTEND THE AGE FOR COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE IN 
THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS IN CERTAIN CASES. 


Section 1. Section one of chapter forty-four of the Revised 
Laws is hereby amended by inserting after the word “age,” in the 
second line, the words:—-and every child under sixteen years of 
age who cannot read at sight or write legibly simple sentences in 
the English language,—so as to read as follows:—Sect. 1. Every 
child between seven and fourteen years of age, and every child 
under sixteen years of age who cannot read at sight and write legi- 
bly simple sentences in the English language, shall attend some 
public day school in the city or town in which he resides during 
the entire time the public day schools are in session, subject to 
such exceptions as to children, places of attendance and schools as 
are provided for in section three of chapter forty-two and sections 
three, five and six of this chapter. ae * * i 
Every person having under his control a child as described in this 
section shall cause him to attend school as herein required; and if 
he fails for five day sessions or ten half day sessions within any 
period of six months while under such control to cause such child, 
whose physical or mental condition is not such as to render his at- 
tendance at school harmful or impracticable, so to attend school, 
he shall, on complaint of a truant officer and conviction thereof, be 
punished by a fine of not more than twenty dollars. Whoever 
induces or attempts to induce a child to absent himself unlawfully 
from school, or employs or harbors a child who, while school is in 
session, is absent unlawfully from school shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than fifty dollars. 


Sect. 2. This act shall take effect on the first day of January 
in the year nineteen hundred and six. [Approved April 21, 1905.
